THE FREE (?) PRESS AGAIN. 

Winnipeg Tribune : In double leaded type 
on ifs editorial page the Free Press to-day 
makes the following announcement : 

‘** For some time the Free Press has given 
considerable attention to the administration 
of federal affairs, and less,perhaps, than they 
deserved to local matters. The present 
time seems a fitting one for making a change 
in this respect, and at the same time for 
occupying a somewhat different attitude to- 
wards political parties both in federal and 
provincial affairs. The Free Press,therefore, 
will hold itself aloof from partizanship with 
either Conservatives or Liberals, whether 
of the province or'the Dominion, commend- 
ing or criticising either one or the other, as 
occasion may seem to require.” 

As the announcement follows very closely 
upon the return of its manager from a visit 
to Sir William Van Horne, it is most signi- 
ficant, as the change would appear to be 
carrying out the instructions of the president 
who, as is well known, indirectly controls 
the journal. Th subject formed the lead- 
ing topic of conversation among politicians 
on the street to-day, and many were the 
significant winks and nods given. The 
change as announced in so many words 
means the assumption of a different attitude 
politically and this most people take to 
mean that it will support the Dominion 
government. It is also believed by many 
that contingent upon the change, a Conser- 
vative print, which has had a discreditable 
and moss tempestuous career, will shortly 
be discontinued.

| He had no such intention. Whatever the 
cousequences may be to the country in 
which the colony is established its success 
will be infinitely more to the credit of the 
Salvation army itself. All the world was 
watching the army in this matter.* It would 
not pay the army to try to build up any- 
thing but a prosperous and successful com- 
munity. It wassaid: ‘‘We want people 
with (money, and effects.—these are the 
kind of settlers.” Ah yes. Don’t you wish 
you may get them. But you can’t get them. 
People who are doing weil in the old country 
will remain there. We propose to take un- 
fortunate people and put them on a farm 
colony and train them. Instead of taking 
them up and throwing them down, we pro- 
pose todo with then as with a cabbage. 
We make a place for it and put it in and 
water it. Before we bring out the colonists 
we will call for volunteers to clear and_pre- 
pare the land for occupation. Then we say 
to the people whom we have trained on our 
home farm. Here isthe last round of the 
ladder. When you have earned enough to 
pay for this it is yours. The Salvation army 
Was a great machine, a wheel within a 
wheel. The moment the flag is unfurled 
and the farm is started I believe there will 
be salyationists from all over the world who 
will come to settle near the colony who 
wish to work and live and die and rise in 
in the resurrection with other salvationists, 
and that they will build upa strong salva- 
tion community in the country of their 
choice. 
Col. Stitt said that as the train had 
arrived behind time they were not able to 
open their meeting as soon as they had ex- 


pected. It was now getting late and he 
would make his remarks short. He had 
not been a Canadian very long. Was a 


newly pledged chicken and had not yet got 
on his winter coat. He had _ heard of the 
glories of this garden of Elen in England 
and now that he was here he could say with 
the visitor te the ancient king; ‘‘ The half 
was never told me.” When I saw the river 
and the trees along it I thought if I ever 
left the Salvation army and wanted a quiet 
place to settle down this would be my 
choice. But it is not our business to crack 
up your town or people. The farm scheme 
of the Salvation army is a three fold institu- 
tion. There is the city colony, from which 
deserving candidates are removed to the 
farm colony and from there to the “Over 
Sea” colony when it is cstablished. Some 
discredited the scheme because the Salva- 
tion army was of mushroom growth. He 
had been connected with it for sixteen 
years. He thanked God that he was 
savel and never had any reason to wish 
that he was not saved orto throw up his 
commission in the Salvation army. He had 
Lad something to do with establishing the 
farm colony in England. The several de- 
partments were of the nature of @ set of 
seives, such as coal seives. People were 
taken in and sifted and sifted in the several 
departments. The best were kept on top 
and these would be given an opportunity on 
the farm colony. The home farm colony 
comprised nine farms with buildings, and 
included 3,009 acres ina solid block. The 
work was not mere!y growing wheat. There 
were 22 departments. They had a mixed 
farm, a market garden, a fruit farm, a dairy 
farm, ete. Last year they grew and 
merketed 20 tons of strawberries aud 20 tons 
of other small fruits, besides apples. They 
sold $4,000 werth of fruit off the farm last 
year. The dairy had 60 to 80 milch cows 
and the farm had 200 head of stock. 
People of all nationalities had been employ- 
ed on the farm, except Chinamen, and they 
would be taken in if they applied. They 
had workshops including steam joinery, 
brick yards, ete. Kach week $1,000 was 
paid out in wages and 250 to 400 persons 
were employed. Twenty-five hundred 
people had received a course of training at 
the farm since it was started. Some people 
think that the proposed ‘Over Sea” colony 
should be located in England. But England 
was overcrowded and all nations were re- 
prsented within her borders. London alone 
had a million more people than all Canada. 
The army not only wished to establish colon- 
ists but many people were ready to rally 
around this colony. He had received lettors 
stating that as soon as the ‘‘over sea” colony 
was established the writers would join. He 
hoped that those who know nothing of the 
army would seek to know of it. 

Mr. Lawford said he would not detain the 
audience long. He had known General 
Booth nearly 20 years. Since the social 
scheme had been inaugurated he had watch- 
ed him more closely. He had visited the 
army farm colony in Essex. There were 
many sides to this question of the poor. He 
had been a poor law guardian in England 
for twelve years. But the poor law does 
not answer the purpose for which it was in- 
tended. There is a missing link and it is 
claimed for this scheme of General Booth 
that it is that missing link ncessary to com- 
plete the chain which will lift the poor into 
a better position. There must be a missing 
link or with all the appliances for assistance 
of the poor existing in England, there would 
not be 60,000 poor in London.. The mission 
of the party to this country was to assist in 
the scheime of raising these poor people from 
their present condition.

PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


At the general assembly of the Presby- 
terian chureh in Canada, which met in 
Winnipeg in June, 1587, one important item 
of business was the erection of the Presby- 
tery of Calgary with the following boun- 
darics: On the east by the 109th degree of 
longitude, on the south by the 49th parallel 
of latitude, on the west by a line runuing 
due north and south through the point of 
the second crossing of the Columbia river by 
the C. P. R., on the north by the Arctic 
sea. In 1892 at the assembly meeting in 
Montreal the western limit was made to 
conform to the boundary between British 
Columbia and Alberta. The territory then 
surrendered now forms part of the Presby 
tery of Kamloops. Our eastern boundary

AGRICOLA. 


A pic-nic was held at Pearce’s grove on 
Saturday last at which a foot ball match 
was played between South Edmonton and 
Agricola teams, the latter after a well con- 
tested game being victorious. 

Wheat promises to be a very good crop 
this season, oats and barley are generally 
light, especially on old land which badly 
needs rain. 

The fact that in the vicinity of timber, 
crops are much better than on the open 
land, should teach us all a iesson to preserve 
our timber as much as possible, since the 
whole country is gradually but undoubtedly 
becoming drier every year, for where only 
three years ago lakes containing three or 
four feet of water were plentiful, hardly a 
pond can be found now that is not perfectly 
dry. Every farmer can have a grove of 
young poplars with very little trouble, 


which he should protect as carefully as he | 


does his wheat fields ; indeed the preserva- 
tion of our timber is becoming of so much 
importance to the welfare of the community 
at large, that it should receive the special 
attention of the Territorial legislature dur- 
ing the approaching session. 

The hay sloughs are nearly all dry and as 
a natural consequence wild hay is very 
scarce, and farmers are finding it necessary 
to sow timothy, oats or rye for hay.
